An Exclusive Interview with the Director of 


Hampshire’s Cloning Vats

Everyone knows that Hampshire College students are grown en masse 
in the Greg Prince Memorial Cloning Center located in the subterranean 
tunnels below Adele Simmons Hall, but up until now this facility has always 
been shrouded in secret. We caught up with Assistant Vice-Associate Director 
of Admissions, Mary Tupper, M.D. to find out more about how it all works!
